; The possibility of having the selection of a President go 
Sto the House of Representatives recalls the turmoil and dangers of | 
E . the Hayes-Tildon contest, which threatened armed conflict, shook ! 
the government to its foundations, and created intense bitterness | 
which continued for a generation. , | 
It was when feeling was at the breaking point that President 
Grant, in his preparations to quell an uprising, made his famous 
declaration that he was “determined to have peace even if he had 
F to fight for it.” 
_ The quarrel lasted for meny months and but: for some cool 
heads at Washington- the consequences would have been grave. The 
unrest reached to all parts of the country producing business stagna- 
“tion and setting back for a period the slow emergence of the 
nation from the conditions following the civil war. 
The possibilities that the voters of the Umted States may again 
fail to give a candidate a majority of the clectral vote, because of 
the “three cornered” contest, are being more and more recognized 
as the campaign proceeds. Chester H. Rowell first called atttention 
in California to this prospect. And as he explained, of that result 
California may easily be, as it was in 1916, the decisive State.

The battleground lies west of the Mississippi and 
extends to the Pacific Coast. More and more California takes on 
an important pivotal position in the reckoning of things, for its 
thirteen electorial votes near turn the situation one way or the 
other. 

In the mathematics of it, a comparatively small LaFollette

‘Recommendation that a pulmotor | 
be purchased and placed in charge 
of the Richmond fire department, and 
that Blake Brothers quarry install 
first aid appliances at its plant was 
made last ‘night in the coroner’s 
jury's verdict on,the death of Ben 
Buttignoni. It wab found that Butti- 
enonj died from “accidental electro- 
cution due to his own carelessness. ° 

Buttignoni. 49, a native of Aus- 
tria, for the last two years employed 
as a carpenter at Blake ‘Brothers 
quarry, was electrocuted, dying in- 
stantly, jast Thursday afternoon. The 
accident occurred when a power wire 
running to the motor of a,concrete 
mixeh became loosened from the 
switch and dropped near where 
Buttignoni was at work. Buttignon! 
attempted to pick up the wire. 

The only pulmotors in Richmond, 
‘according to testimony, are owned 
by The Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph company and the Standard Oil 
company. The telephone company 
machine was requistioned by Dr. St. 
John Hely. who had charge of the 
attempt to revive the stricken 
worker, but through some error the 
pulmotor was rushed to the quarry, 
while the injured man was at the 
emergency hospital. A pulmotor for 
the resuscitation attempt was ob- 
tained from the Oakland fire de- 
partment.
